Frank Church, D-Idaho, said he 
expects the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee to hold public 
hearings soon on U. S. policies 
in Europe. 


Church, who recently com- 


pleted a two-week tour of Eu- 
rope, said Sunday on the NBC 
television-radio program "Meet 
the Press," these policies need 
updating. He also suggested 
that a meeting between Presi- 
dent Johnson and De Gaulle 
would be "very useful."

Nat'l Debt 
Gifts Not 
Plentiful

WASHINGTON (AP) - Uncle 


Sam will have a long wait if he 
expects to pay off the national 
debt with gifts from the citizen* 
ry. 


A special fund set up by Con- 


gress to receive debt-retiring 
gifts is almost f i v e years old 
and it still hasn't collected Its 
first million dollars. 


The debt, however, has shot 


up uy $30 billion during the 
same period to its present $320 
billion. 


The fund isn't designed to 


retire the entire debt, but It 
does afford a convenient spot 
for donors who want to do Some- 
thing about the high cost of gov- 
ernment. 


Treasury Department officials 


said today more than $815,000 
had been contributed to the fund 
through April 30. 


Before the fund was estab- 


lished, the department merely 
tossed into the general fund any 
contributions it received ear- 
marked for debt retirement. 


The reasoning was that this 


increased the budget surplus 
and reduced the deficit. The 
Treasury had no authority to 
earmark any contributions to 
debt retirement until June 27, 
1961 
when President John F. 


Kennedy slgnfcd a bill creating 
the special debt account. It was 
sponsored by Rep. Charles B. 
Bennett, D-Fla., who deposited 
the first gift, a $1,000 check.

Boxing Report 
From London

LONDON — (NEA) — Henry Cooper's left 


hook is known to his Cockney admirers as 
'Enry's 'ammer. 


It is this lethal weapon which the 31-year- 


old British heavyweight challenger is de- 
pending upon to floor Cassius Clay when the 
two meet here in the world title bout on 
May 21. 


But the knockout will have to come early 


in the match, or Cooper may find himself 
in trouble. "The longer the fight goes on, 
the more likely I am to get cut," the Cockney 
contender admits. 


Cooper is prone to get cut like some people 


are accident-prone, as the scar tissue around 
his eyes attests. And when he gets cut 
around the eyes he bleeds — a lot. 


He is not pessimistic about his chances, 


however. "Naturally my aim will be to finish 
the fight as quickly as possible," he says. 
"But if it is not possible, then I'm ready to 
go the distance. I've never been in better 
fighting trim." 


We talked at the South London gym where 


Cooper has his training headquarters. 


Cooper denies that his hopes of connecting 


a left hook to Clay's chin are unrealistic. "I 
did it once before, so what's to prevent me 
from doing it again?" he notes, referring to 
his bout in June 1963 when Cooper knocked 
Clay down at the end of the fourth round. 


I put it to the British heavyweight that 


Clay hit the canvas because he was clowning 
at the time. "Cassius shows off so much of 
the time that it's hard to tell whether he's 
clowning or not," says Cooper. "Anyway, he 
admits that I hit him harder than he had 
ever been hit before." 


Cooper, however, was in no position to 


follow up his advantage for he was so badly 
cut around the eyes that the fight was 
stopped in the fifth round. 


When he meets the world champion at 


London's Arsenal Stadium on May 21 Cooper 
will be conceding eight years in age, about 
28 pounds and several inches in height and 
reach. 


If being a nice guy had anything to do 


with boxmg ability, Cooper, of the puffy 
eyes and hollow cheeks, would have wrested 
the championship belt from Clay long ago 
Here in Britain, he is the most popular 
heavyweight since Bombardier Billy Wells of 
World War I fame. 


This has partly to do with the fact that 


he is 100 per cent Cockney and proud of it. 
He grew up in London's tough, poverty- 
ridden East End, where his dad was a street- 
car motorman, and his mum worked as a 
daily help.

Today, Cooper owns his own fruit and 


vegetable business. "Now instead of dishing 
out cauliflowers in the ring, I'm selling 'em 
to the public," he cracks. He is married to 
a pretty Italian, Albina, whom he met in a 
hoho cafe where she worked as a waitress, 
and they have a 5-year-old son, Henry Marcus. 


Cooper seems quite happy with the pros- 


pect of drawing $125,000 as his share of 
the estimated $1.5 million gate which the 
Arsenal match is expected to realize. (Clay's

In a professional career lasting 12 years 


Cooper has won 33 of the 45 matches. He 
has been outpointed four times, disqualified 
once, and he lost six fights inside the 
distance. 


His wife Albina hates boxing (she has 


never seen Cooper fight), which may in- 
fluence him to retire from the ring this 
year, win, lose or draw on May 21 He 
would like to whip Clay and retire an unde- 
feated champion as Gene Tunney and Rockv 
Marciano did. 


"There's no 'arm in dreaming," Cooper

stocked over 2V4 million fish in 
the streams and lakes. 


Trout stocking was carried out 


ifi February and March, with 
over 230,500 trout released. Up- 
per White Kiver received over 
?7,500 trout nine to 10 inches in 
length. Another 65,000 trout were 
distributed on Whie River hear 
Calico Rock and also in 
the 


Ouachita River below Blakely 
Dam and the Little Missouri 
River near Murfreesboro. Spring 
River in Northcentfal Arkansas 
received over 61,800 trout in late 
February. 


After a draw down and fish 


kill, Blue Mountain Lake in 
Westcentral Arkansas was stock- 
ed with IMs million fish between 
Dec. JO and March 21. Released 
were 766,000 bream; 204,000 cat- 
fish; 
206,500 crappie; 
85,000 


bass; and 21,000 sunfish. 


Lake Wilson in the Southwest 


ern part of the state, where an 
extensive fish kill was made, 
received over 79,000 fish. 
In- 


cluded in the release were 27,- 
000 catfish; 24,500 bream; 17,500 
crappie; and 10,350 bass. 


Spring Lake in Yell County 


was stocked with 57,300 fish. 
The stocking consisted of 29,000 
bream; 13,400 crappie; 8,000 cat- 
fish; 4,000 Israeli carp; 
and 


3,000 bass. 


All of these lakes were stock- 


ed during the past two months 
to coincide with fish spawning 
periods in order to add to the 
large number of fish present. 


In late 1965 the division carri- 


ed out a total fish kill on Peck- 
erwood Lake in Southeastern 
Arkansas and has now complet- 
ed the re-stocking program de- 
signed to restore good fishing 
on the lake. Arkansas Irriga- 


tion Company, ownefs of lakes, 
contributed greatly to the cost 
of the fish kill and bought $3,500 
worth of fish from fish farmers. 
The Commission supervised the 
seining andhauling these fish 
to the lake. The re-stocking con- 
sisted of 32.000 various sized 
bass; 2?n,SOO y6ung bream and 
319,250 adult bream; 2,400 young 
channel catfish; 2,400 crapjrte; 
and 80,500 green sunfish. The 
re-stocking began last Decem- 
ber and continued monthly with 
releases of all species through 
its completion in 'April. 


In addition to the heavy fish 


stocking programs carried out 
by personnel of the hatcheries 
at Lake Hamilton near Hot 
Springs the Centerton Hatchery 
in Benton County, and the Joe 
Hogan Hatchery at Lonoke, the 
division !s also involved In an 
experimental program designed 
to establish new species of fish 
in state waters. 


In early April about 1,300,000 


northern pike fry from Nebras- 
ka were flown to Southwestern 
Arkansas and released In Mill- 
wood Reservoir, located in the 
foothills of the Ouachita Moun- 
tains. Andrew Hulsey, chief of 
the Fisheries Division, Is highly 
optimistic about the survival of 
the fry since they remained in 
excellent shape during the criti- 
cal period of transportation. 


Spring Lake in Yell County 


and Spring River in Sharp and 
Fulton Counties are serving as 
the proving grounds fo ran ex- 
perimental stocking of redbreast 
sunfish, which were brught from 
North Carolina. 


Earlier attempts to rear the 


redbreast 
in hatcheries has 


proved successful, and perhaps 
is indicative of the fish's ability 
to certain waters found In Ar- 
kansas. 


The redbreast is similar in 


size and shape to other species 
of bream native to this state, 
but is best detected by-its very 
long,- black "ear" or gill flap. 


The fedbfeas! feeding habits 
tire practically the same as that 
of the lofiear sunfish — striking 
small spinftefs, wet flle§rpop. 
ping bugs, wbfms, crickets and 
insect larvae, 


Another unique experimental 


program involves raising of shad 
for stocking ifl the big reservoir 
That's right the Commission 
stocks shad in lakes, but for fish 
forage purposes, 


Threadfin shad — not the larg- 


er gizzard or hickory shad — is 
involved in the study since it is 
an important tood for bass afid 
rainbow trout. The fish which 
usually does not get as big as 
our native shad, suffers a high 
mortality rate in cold weather, 
which helps keep its number in' 
check.

you expect him to pass. In 
other words, you have told 
him that you want to play 
game and nothing more. 


When your partner has not 


limited his hand the jump to 
game has a far different sig- 
nificance. It implies that you 
want to play game if partner 
holds the minimum that he 
has indicated but are willing 
to go higher if he has some- 
thing in reserve. 


South's two spade bid was 


a force to game and did not 
give anything like a complete 
picture of his hand but it 
gave North a chance to de- 
scribe his hand perfectly and 
North did just that by his 
jump to four hearts. 


In the language of bids let's 


see just what North said when 
he jumped to four hearts. The 
message was, "Partner, 
1 


heard your two spade bid. We 
are going to game in any 
event and while my hand is 
minimum in high cards J 
have a self-sufficient heart 
suit of at least six cards. If 
that is enough for a slam, go 
ahead and bid it." 


South decided that it was 


enough for a slam. It might 
even be enough for a grand 
slam in case North held the 
ace of diamonds in addition 
to his good hearts so South 
used Blackwood to check the 
aces. 


When North showed only 


one ace, South made a very 
fine decision and bid six no- 
trump. 


It was just as well that he 


placed the slam there. A dia- 
mond opening by East would 
beat six hearts two tricks. 
The bad spade break would 
set six spades but in six no- 
trump, South had 
12 easy

BIEN HOA, Viet Nam--(NEA)—In the 100 


years and 16 conflicts since the Civil War, 
more than 31 million Americans have served 
under arms in defense of their country. 


Many of them have been heroes. 
But a handful of the total have been far 


more. 


They—3,172 of them—have been Medal 


of Honor winners. 


The award is not generously given nor 


easily earned. In all the valor of World War 
I, 127 were presented; 459 others were struck 
for World War II, and 131 more during 
Korea. 


Only three have been thus far awarded in 


Viet Nam, but it seems likely the total will 
grow. The recognition is given for incredible 
feats of courage under fire . . . and there's 
a bit of that here. 


Larry Joel is a good example. 
He recently saved 13 people from dying. 
Joel, a medic from Baltimore, a chap with 


a sackful of hope on his hip, was with a few 
hundred GIs who bumped into a few thou- 
sand of the enemy in the hell of a jungle bat- 
tlefield. 


The enemy, at times as close as 30 feet, 


had a 6-to-l numerical advantage, knew it, 
and threw the fury of a battalion of weapons 
into an action that was decidedly in their 
favor. 


Americans dropped like flies. Every man 


in one lead squad was immediately killed or 
wounded. Screams accompanied the swelled 
sounds of warfare. Men choked and cried 
everywhere. 


It was impossible to help them all. 
But Larry Joel damn near did. 
Shouting encouragement as he moved from 


the wounded to the dead, he ripped open 
trouser legs, slapped on bandages, injected 
needles, wiped blood to see wounds, brushed 
away splinters of broken bones, applied tour- 
niquets, transmitted plasma, and i g n o r e d 
warnings to get down out of the line of fire. 
:'Medic," a man w o u l d yell, "please, 


medic!"

He worked for hours, m o v i n g a dozen 


times across the bitterest, bloodiest stretches 
of activity. Helping, hauling, running, fall- 
ing: he used a stick for support and where 
there was no fresh wounded to care for, he 
rechecked the dressings and conditions of 
the existing wounds. 


But when the activity broke anew he 


rushed to the center of 'it. And when the 
enemy began charging in human waves, 
blistering the area with shot and explosion, 
Joel stood resolutely in the middle of the 
holocaust, draining plasma into dying men. 


He continued a full day like this, walking 


when possible, crawling when not ... 
until, 


finally, his legs would maneuver no more. 
Then, near collopse, he was carried from 
the battle. 


A few days later later Lawrence Joel, 


RA-12253593, a Spec. 5 in the Medical Corps, 
was recommended to b e c o m e the 3,173rd 
winner of the Medal of Honor. 


A lot of guys here hope he gets it. 
Including 13 who, but for Joel, would be 


dead.

Pushing Another Car, 


Trapped iri a light parking 


space, n motorist decided to push 
against the car behind him. He 
glanced into his rear view mirror, 
ihen started moving backward. 


Unhappily, his quick look hadh't 


shown that the woman who owned 
the other car was just opening her 
door lo get in. As he pushed her 
car. the 'open door struck arid in- 
jured the woman. 


Whenever you set a second car 


in motion with your own car. you 
suddenly expand the scope of your 
responsibility. One judge put it 
this way: 


"In so handling two cars, the 


driver must be as menially alert 
and as physically responsive as a 
western cowboy riding two horses 
Roman fashion." 


On ihe other hand, pushing an- 


other cur is not wrong if you 
proceed with care. Even if there 
is an accident, you are ordinarily 
not liable if you were not negli- 
gent. For example: 


A kindly motorist ottered a push 


to a man whose car had stalled in 
the street. After pushing it about 
20 feel, he lei the front car roll 
ahead on its own momentum. The 
driver reached the corner, turned 
—and hit a woman pedestrian. 


-i.'.frtilue course the iffjured woman 
sued the good Samaritan, arguing 
thai he had provided ihe original 
irtip'etus to the car that struck her. 
But a court held him nol liable, 
since the accident happened after 
he hail broken off "control" of 
the front car. 


As a rule you may assume, in 


pushing, that not only the other 
driver but also ihe car ilself will 
behave in a normal manner. Con- 
sider another tight-parking-space 
case: 


Here, the motorist nudged the 


car ahead, little suspecting thai ii 
had been left in gear with Ihe 
ignition on. The motor caught— 
and. as he watched in helpless 
horror, ihe car crossed the street 
and crunched through a plate glass 
window.
